During  the  current  Winter  Session  (First  and  Second  Semesters  or  Fall  and  Winter  Quarters,  1966-67), 
a  total  of  5384  beginning  freshmen  were  admitted  at  Urbana  directly  from  secondary  schools  in  contrast 
with  5713  admitted  during  a  similar  period  a  year  ago.
